SHAKE 'N* QUAKE 


TEMBLOR ROCKS D.C„ EAST COAST CITIES

A magnitude 5.8 earthquake rattled nerves 
and jolted buildings in the nation’s capital 
Tuesday; a rare geological event that was felt 
up and down the East Coast from Georgia 
to Massachusetts. 

The quake’s epicenter was about 
83 miles southwest of Washington in Vir- 
ginia and struck about 1:51 p.m. local time, 
immediately sparking fears of a 9/11-type 
attack given that the area is not prone to 
temblors. 

“This earthquake was the largest in in- 
tensity and extent in historic times,” Julie 
Dutton, a geophysicist at the U.S. Geologi- 
cal Survey’s National Earthquake Center in 
Boulder, Colo., told McClatchy 

Washington office buildings and centers 
of power were quickly evacuated in orderly 
fashion, but the massive volume of cell- 
phone calls and text messages appeared to 
have crashed communications systems. 

The quake was felt on Martha’s Vineyard, 
where President Obama was playing golf. 
Reporters traveling with Obama said they 


felt the quake. There was no immediate 
word on Obama’s reaction. 

In a statement, the White House later 
said that Obama led a conference call one 
hour after the quake with homeland securi- 
ty officials and science advisers and was told 
there were no reports of major infrastruc- 
ture damage. 

At New Tork’s John F. Kennedy Interna- 
tional Airport, the temblor shook water bot- 
tles and magazines off shelves and frightened 
travelers. Some buildings in Manhattan were 
evacuated as a precaution, and several air- 
ports along the East Coast were briefly closed 
to ensure there was no runway damage. 

The biggest scare, however, was in the 
nation’s capital, where the unexpected and 
unusual quake first felt like a wave followed 
by violent shaking. Drywall buckled and 
chipped, making surreal popping sounds. 
Light fixtures swayed as perplexed workers 
in office buildings struggled to make sense 
of why the ground was literally moving be- 
neath their feet.

Transportation up and 
running after delays 

Flights resumed Tuesday at airports on 
the East Coast after a powerful earth- 
quake grounded planes and delayed tens 
of thousands of passengers during the 
mid-afternoon travel rush. 

Airline operations were halted in 
Washington, New York and Philadelphia 
for more than 90 minutes to allow runway, 
control tower and terminal inspections, fed- 
eral and local transportation officials said. 

Amtrak crews inspected rail infrastruc- 
ture for damage and anticipated heaviest 
delays around Washington, reuters

Even the Reston, Va. -headquarters of the 
U.S. Geological Survey, which tracks earth- 
quakes, was evacuated Tuesday 

“It shook pretty significantly,” said Anne- 
Berry Wade, an agency spokeswoman. 

Earthquakes along the East Coast are 
rare, in part because they are normally not 
triggered by the same kind of grinding of 
the Earth’s plates that is a common trigger 
in California and the Pacific Northwest.

National 
Cathedral 
takes a hit

Three spires on the Washington National Ca- 
thedral, site of state funerals for several presi- 
dents, broke and fell as the Capitol suffered 
some minor damage in Tuesday’s earthquake. 

Richard Weinberg, director of communi- 
cations at the Episcopal cathedral, said the 
30 -story-high central tower had suffered “sig- 
nificant” damage, with three of the corner 
spires breaking off and falling to the ground. 

‘A fourth is leaning,” said Weinberg. “There 
was other minor structural damage to but- 
tresses and smaller pinnacles.” 

No one was injured, but the cathedral— 
host to state funerals, and memorial services 
for many presidents and the site of several 
presidential inaugural prayer services— was 
closed to the public so the building could be 
inspected. 

The National Cathedral, which weighs 
150,000 tons and took 83 years to complete, is 
the highest point in Washington. It is a solid 
masonry structure made of limestone blocks 
placed one atop another. 

The flying buttresses also are solid stone 
and they help hold up the walls. The roof is 
held up by a steel beam structure but does not 
help hold up the rest of the cathedral. 

The Washington Monument, Lincoln Me- 
morial, Jefferson Memorial and the Old Post 
Office Tower all were temporarily closed as a 
precaution after the earthquake, the National 
Park Service said in a statement. 

It said the Washington Monument, an obe- 
lisk that towers 555 feet high, appears to be 
structurally sound, but because of its “struc- 
tural complexities,” it will remain closed until 
further notice.

SOME CHICAGO OWNERS ARE FEEDING PETS 
AS WELL AS-OR BETTER THAN-THEMSELVES

Jenny Schlueter doesn’t spoil 
herself with designer clothes. 

Instead, she treats her dog 
and seven indoor cats to fine 
dining. 

“As I got more interested in 
my health and healthy eating, 

I also became interested in 
what would be healthy for my 
pet,” said Schlueter, 37, a vegan 
who lives in Humboldt Park. 

She spends as much on 
food for the dog and cats 
as she does on herself and 
her partner. Sometimes, she 
feeds them raw meals. For a 
special treat, she’ll let them 
feast on pricey ahi tuna. 

“I try to feed organic when 
possible, but for sure I always 
want to avoid any kind of by- 
products and additives and 
any meat that wouldn’t be 
what we call human grade,” 
said Schlueter, who works as 
the development director at 
Tree House Humane Society 

While pet food from the 
grocery store has been suffi- 
cient for years, some owners 
are now avoiding commercial 
cans and bags of processed 
kibble. They’re opting in- 
stead for natural, organic 
and gourmet options, which means the pets 
sometimes are eating better than they do. 
Depending on their situation, it’s not un- 
heard of for owners to spend more than 
$200 a month on food if they have multiple 
pets. Such prices are sure to give some stick- 
er shock, but these pet owners say it’s worth 
the money to keep their animals healthy and 
out of the vet’s office.

The number of pet food 
options has exploded over the 
past five years. With spend- 
ing on pet food estimated to 
increase slightly to $19.5 bil- 
lion in 2011, more businesses 
are entering the marketplace. 
Even chains such as Petco are 
selling natural and organic 
products. According to Pack- 
aged Facts, a market research 
company sales of natural 
pet food increased from 
$689 million in 2005 to $1.5 
billion in 2009. 

“The most important de- 
cision you make each day 
regarding your pet’s health is 
what you pour into that food 
bowl,” said Ernest Ward, vet- 
erinarian and founder of the 
Association for Pet Obesity 
Prevention. 

Why so much attention on 
pet pampering? 

Many pet owners have a 
caretaker mentality Ward 
said. “If you look at the rela- 
tionship between pets and 
people, they are now becom- 
ing our children,” he said. 
“People looking for these 
products are saying, ‘I want 
to go that extra step to help 
my pet live a longer, healthier, 
disease-free life.’ ” 

Take the case of Helen Vasey’s 70 -pound 
rescue dog, Billy He couldn’t get his stom- 
ach settled, something the 31-year-old Logan 
Square resident said was “not so much fun” to 
deal with. 

She tried a variety of diets— including 
cooking his meals herself, which she said 
“wasn’t sustainable in the long term”— before 
finally landing on a raw-food diet that works 


Searches for “homemade dog food recipes” spiked on Yahoo for a week in July-the same time dogfriendly.com named Chicago the second most dog-friendly city to visit in the U.S. 
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Food trucks for

Sure Chicago is home to cup- 
cakes, meatballs and mac and 
cheese food trucks.

Yep, there's Fido to Go, a

and gluten-free cookies and fro- 
zen doggy desserts in May. 

"I always have dogs on my 
brain. I decided it would be a 
fun concept to bring together” 
said Tracy Werner, who also 
runs Natural Pet Market in 
suburban Wheaton. The focus 
at my retail store is obviously 
health food, and we see dogs 
with allergy symptoms and 
tummy problems. Grains and 
glutens are not a natural part of 
a carnivore’s diet” she said.

WHOLE FOODS FOR PETS? 

One store at the center of the healthy pet 
food movement is Kriser’s, which carries 
all- natural pet food at seven locations in 
Chicago and two in California. The store 
is "like a Whole Foods for pets," owner 
Brad Kriser said. "Not only is the shift of 
people wanting to see their pets better 
and feed their pets more like themselves 
as they consider them to be a member 
of their family, the big food recall in 2007 
made a difference as to how people look 
at what is in pet food” said Kriser, who 
opened his first store in 2006 in Lincoln 
Park. The recall involved tainted pet food 
blamed for pet deaths and illness. 

best for the two of them. The 5-pound 
prepared squishy tube of ground chicken, 
vegetables and vitamins by manufacturer 
Bravo! retails for about SiO + 

Pet owners say they're not snobby pet 
foodies. They just care about their pets' 
health, 

“It gives me peace of mind knowing I'm 
doing something that helps my dog,” said 
Brandon Kossaek, 28, a dog walker who 
lives in Lincoln Park. 

Not all pet owners are buying natural 
food for their pets. Dan Monaghan, 2 3, 
picks up a bag of lams ProActive I Iealth 
dry dog food for his 9 -month-old rat ter- 
rier and German short haired pointer mix. 



He chose to buy the $20 bag, which lasts 
a couple months, from PctSmart because 
most of the ingredients were not consid- 
ered harmful chemicals. 

If he could afford natural pet food, he’d 
buy it, “It's too expensive and you don't get 
a lot for what you pay for,” said Monaghan, 
a student who lives in Wicker Park, “I’d eat 
natural and organic too if I had the money” 

When there's a trend in human food 
products, expect it to trickle down to the 
pet industry, said Bob Aetere, president of 
the American Pet Product Association. At 
the Global Pet Lxpo for the past tew years, 
the natural pet product section expands 
and quickly fills up. 

“Marketers realize the same person buy-

ing food for the family is buying food for 
the family pet,” he said. 

Heather Owen, 28, sticks with compa- 
nies she trusts, such as Fromm’s, which has 
its own manufacturing plants. However, 
natural pet food can be subject to recalls, 
and a raw food diet is not without its risks. 

Owen started reading the list of ingre- 
dients. ‘"When you look at the ingredients 
and see rice and animal by-products at the 
top of the list, it's the equivalent of feed- 
ing your child McDonald's every day It's 
crap,” said Owen, a lawyer who lives in Ix>- 
gan Square. 

Her two dogs have better eating hab- 
its than she does, but they really have no 
choice, “I try to eat organic. There's days 
where you can find me eating a slice of piz- 
za on the couch,” said Owen, co-founder of 
rescue organization One Tail at a Time, 

She feeds her dogs grain-free kibble and 
supplements it with fresh vegetables such 
as green beans she buys at the farmers mar- 
ket. “I wanted to make sure they were get- 
ting stuff healthy for them so they could 
remain healthy and active for as long as 
they could,” she said.

WHAT’S IN 
A LABEL?

Pet owners have to do their homework when 
it comes to what's best to feed their cats and 
dogs, said Frnest Ward, veterinarian and 
founder of the Association for Pet Obesity 
Prevention. 

“I don't care if Fm on an airplane, or at a 
softball game with my kids or soccer game, 
this is the No. 1 question people ask vets: 
What should I feed my pet?” Ward said. 

Certain labels on pet food have no legal 
definition, which can be confusing to shop- 
pers, experts say 

Ward and Brad Kriser, owner of Kriser's 
pet food stores in Chicago, encouraged pet 
owners to read the labels and list of ingredi- 
ents on pet food products. 


There is no official definition. 
However, this could mean 
NATURAL anything that isn’t synthetic. 

But just because it says natu- 
ral doesn’t necessarily mean 
it has nutritional value or is of high quality 


It refers to how the plants * 

were grown or animats were 
raised. But there are no of- ORGANIC 
ficial rules specific to organic 
labels on pet food. Organic 
simply means it’s produced with foods that 
follow the regulations of the U5DA National 
Organic Program-the same standards for hu- 
man food. Shoppers can look for the USD A seal 
on products, meaning 95 percent of the ingre- 
dients have met USDA organic certification.

The Association of 
American Feed Control 
Officials, a voluntary group 
of federal and state officials, 
establishes nutritional stan- 
dards for pet food. The FDA 
regulates pet food and its 
labeling, ensuring its ingre- 
dients are safe. 


Many natural food products 
will be free of grain, wheat, 
corn or animal by-products.

With new findings on emerging eontaminants, it’s natural 
for Chicagoans to wonder if they should be filtering the 
water they drink. And, if so, what filter should they use? 
Most officials and environmental experts said the drinking 
water from Lake Michigan supplied to 7 million people in 
Chicago and its suburbs is considered safe and tasty, espe- 
cially compared with water from other parts of the nation. 
Although many types of filters are sold, only a few address 
known issues in Chicago-area water. Here are some facts 
on the most popular systems. 


BRIAN C ASSELLA/TRI BUN E 
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FILTER PITCHERS 

An economical and fairly 
convenient option for 
drinking water, filtration 
pitchers often use granu- 
lar activated carbon filters 
to attract and remove 
contaminants. Carbon- 
activated filters also help 
improve the taste and 
smell of tap water, but it’s 
important to replace the 
filters according to the 
manufacturer’s direction. 
Price example: About $24 
for Brita Atlantis Filtration 
Pitcher 

Can remove: Lead, odors 
and other contaminants 
depending on brand. 


COUNTERTOP 

FILTERS 

Generally more expensive 
than pitcher filtration sys- 
tems, these often attach to 
the sink aerator and can 
filter large amounts of wa- 
ter at a time. Consumers 
can even buy filters to re- 
move specific compounds 
and contaminants. 

Price example: About 
$120 for Aquasana Dual 
Filter. 

Can remove: Lead, chlo- 
rine byproducts, odors 
and other contaminants 
depending on brand. 





FAUCET-MOUNTED 

FILTERS 

These often use the same 
filtration technology as 
countertop and pitcher fil- 
ters but mount right onto 
most taps in place of an 
aerator. They can produce 
large amounts of filtered 
water more quickly than 
pitchers, but they also can 
clutter the sink area. 

Price example: About 
$40 for PUR FM-9600 
Horizontal 3-Stage Faucet 
Mount Water Filter. 

Can remove: Lead, chlo- 
rine byproducts, odors 
and other contaminants 
depending on brand. 



UNDERCOUNTER 

FILTERS 

For those who want large 
amounts of filtered water 
fast, this method can be 
a good choice. It uses 
technology similar to 
pitcher filters but may also 
utilize materials such as 
ceramics to do addition- 
al filtering. May require 
professional plumbing 
modifications. 

Price example: About 
$70 for a Culiigan US-EZ-4 
EZ-Change Level -4 Under- 
Sink Water System. 

Can remove: Lead, chlo- 
rine byproducts, odors 
and other contaminants 
depending on brand.

DISTILLERS 

Distillers boil water, turn 
it into vapor and collect 
it again as condensation.

NASCAR points leader

SORE SUBJECT 

Former Cubs pitcher 
Mark Prior, still toiling 
away for the N.Y. Yankees 
organization, suffered 
another setback Tuesday.

That makes, what, 
the 10,000th time now? 

I’ll give you this, Mark, 
you’re all about dogged 
determination. 
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The Blackhawks’ Patrick Kane really needed his 
doctor to answer only one big question Monday 
to assess his recovery from wrist surgery: Will he 
be ready for the upcoming season? 

“For the start of the season, no question at all

fracture in his left wrist July 19, said everything 


is on schedule in his recovery and that he’s hope- 
ful to be ready for the beginning of training camp 
Sept. 15— but acknowledged it’s possible he could 
miss the start of it. 

“Right now, from what I hear from my doc- 
tor, the team and the trainers ... I expect to be at 
training camp and definitely ready to go,” Kane 
said. “(But) there’s really no timetable for what 
date it’s going to be. If it’s the 15th or if it’s the 
20th or whatever it might be, I’m sure I’ll be in 
there before the regular season and certainly not 


long after training camp starts — if not when it 
starts.” 

Kane had a long cast on his left wrist removed 
and will visit the doctor next Monday, when he 
hopes to have the short cast he currently is wear- 
ing taken off. It’s then that Kane will be able to 
ramp up his training for the season. 

“Once I get the cast off and get my wrist mov- 
ing and get my left arm working again, I think 
we’ll have more of a timetable on when I’ll come 
back,” he said.

We’re cooking 
with Amanda 
Rockman, the 
city’s cheftestant 
on ‘Top Chef 
Just Desserts’

After years working as a pastry chef in Chicago's fine dining scene — 
from Tru to L2O to the Peninsula Hotel— Amanda Rockman made 
a big switch. She took a job at The Bristol, a rustic, low-key eatery in 
Bucktown. And now she’s trying something new again; cooking on TV. 
In advance of Season 2 debut of 'Top Chef Just Desserts” at 9 p.m, 
Wednesday on Bravo, we chatted with the cast’s sole Chicago 
chef on how she’d handle herself at the judge’s table and what’s 
to come for her in the dessert department this year. 



If you were a judge on “Top Chef Just Desserts,” what would your judge persona be? 
Would you be a hardass or a sweetheart? 

I think a little bit of both. As a judge, you have to respect the individuals that are coming in 
front of you and putting themselves on the line ... but at the same time, if you notice that 
people are being lazy ... that’s when I put the smack down. 


What are some of your greatest hits at The Bristol? 

I definitely think the Basque cake is probably what The Bristol, as far as pastries, 
is most known for. I have one called peaches and cream, which I’m really excited 
about because I absolutely love stone fruit. It’s peach jam with ginger and lime, 
and then it has this really light cream that’s set on top of it. It’s in a really cute 
Mason jar and I have house-made granola with coconut and a ginger pavlova, 
which is really nice meringue that’s hard on the outside, chewy on the inside. 
Every time I make a dessert, I’m always really excited about it. 

What can we expect as far as desserts at Balena, the restaurant that The 
Bristol team is opening with Boka Restaurant Group this fall? 

Well, nothing’s set in stone ... but generally, my fifth rough draft so far is I’m going 
to be heavily into gelatos and sorbettis. ... I will have a tiramisu, which we actu- 
ally have at the Bristol and I love, affogato with doughnuts. Things that are very 
Italian, but I’m going to Americanize it in my own little way that I do. and if all 
goes well, it’ll be a hit. 


If you could open your own dream 
dessert spot here in Chicago, what 
would it be? 

I think I would like to have a patis- 
serie. but late-night-like mid-day to 
late-night. If it could be open 
24 hours, because you need sugar 
at all times-but I really don’t want 
to work those hours. But this is a 
dream, right? At the same time, hav- 
ing really good bread, having really 
great retail, having beer and wine 
and champagne, cause nothing 
goes better with dessert than bub- 
bly. for me. So. somewhere that I 
would want to dine selfishly.

It’s funny you mention brevity since you 
tend to keep even the song titles to a single 
word. 

Yeah, that’s true. It’s always appealed to us to 
be concise. We don’t like to indulge and drag 
things out too much. 

With a record title like “Open Season,” I’m 
wondering if you’ve ever been hunting? 

I’ve never gone hunting. I’ve shot some guns, 
though. I shot a .45 and some crazy rifle. It was 
so loud. I didn’t realize how loud guns were. 

I don’t know how soldiers keep any of their 
hearing. 

You recorded your first EP in your old apart- 
ment. Did you upgrade to a studio for the 
full-length? 

No. We recorded some of it in the same [Wicker 
Park apartment]. For the rest we kept mov- 
ing around to basements and attics. There’s 
no pressure from the clock ticking like you get 
when you’re spending money in the studio. It’s 
more relaxed, and you can literally try anything 
you want. 

You sing, “I used to think I was a character in 
a bigger book” on “Keep Up.” If Yawn were a 
book, which one would you be? 

I should really read more, but “Catcher in the 


Rye” really sticks in my mind. It’s that whole 
idea of disenchanted youth. I think we’re at the 
precipice of being adults and having all these 
responsibilities and realizing some of those 
youthful ideas are being tarnished. 

On “Magician” you sing “watch the sky,” 
and you titled another song “Astral 
Observatory.” Are you someone who’s al- 
ways been drawn to the cosmos? 

Definitely. I’m fascinated by ... endless space 
and that idea of something infinite. 

Do you feel your music reflects those 
thoughts in some way? 

Sure. I guess whatever sort of confuses us is a 
big inspiration, too. We don’t like to proselytize 
or try to be political or anything like that, so 
we like anything that makes us feel a certain 
mood. Space in general makes us feel really 
small but pretty fortunate at the same time. 

I think it’s a huge inspiration, and I hope that 
comes through in the music. 

Were you worried what your parents would 
think about you naming a song “Acid”? 

[Laughs.] No, I’ve gotten over that. People have 
a bad connotation of that drug. If you don’t do 
insane amounts of it, I think you’re fine.

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Comedian Colin Quinn on who’s 
got game— from Cleopatra to 
Russell Simmons to Snooki

( Tm |ust looking tor some clarity/' said Colin Quinn * whose 
mug you may recognize as that of the former Weekend Update 
anchor on "SNI” or as Ken Oder’s sidekick on MTV’s "Re- 
mote Control,” 

As part of this search for clarity Quinn tackles the his- 
tory of the world— in 75" minutes — in his comedic solo show* 
“Long Story Short/' during which he explores different eras 
and civilizations from contemporary perspectives by compar- 
ing them with everything from bad dates to ’90s Death Row 
record-release parties to “Jersey Shore.” Quinn’s show— which 
was extended twice on Broadway and filmed for HBO— now 
makes a three-week stop in Chicago. We called and asked him 
to break it down— and clarify a few things — for us. 


What inspired you to create this show? 

I feel like stand-up can make some bigger points sometimes, but 
you have to shape it in the right way. So I was like, “I’m going to 
figure out a way to make history funny.” 

What’s it like having Jerry Seinfeld as your director? 

Well, you can t find two more different styles and philosophies 
of comedy than me and Jerry. So anytime you have the yin and 
yang, it really helps to create some kind of interesting mix. I 
didn’t want to use the word “dichotomy,” but now I’m going to 
use it because I can’t think of another word.

What made you decide to include Snooki in your history of 
the world? 

She’s an archetype, but she’s definitely a person that is there 
to contend with-she’s not just popular because she’s loud and 
obnoxious. She’s also got a certain spirit that I think people like. 
[Laughs] Of course, it’s easy to say that "Jersey Shore” repre- 
sents the decline and fall of civilization. They even [laughs] went 
to Italy to prove it. That’s what’s good about them and also kind 
of weird about them, you know? 

Which historical figures do you think have the best potential 
for reality TV shows? 

Alexander the Great, because he was this great warrior but 
he was also gay, so there’s that whole “don’t ask, don’t tell” as- 
pect. And he was this leader but he was also power-mad. And 
Aristotle was his teacher, so I’m sure he had some interest- 
ing philosophical knowledge. I’ve always been fascinated by 
Alexander the Great. 

And Joan of Arc-she’s young; she’s got kind of a hip thing. 


And* some might say* very overdramatic about her cause. 

Right, but feminist and cute. She could do a Janeane Garofalo- 
type vibe. Then you could have Julius Caesar the whole Caesar 
crew-the whole senate. See, that’s my new philosophy— there 
should only be three senators in the whole country. ’Cause every 
time you have more than three senators, you not only get crisis, 
you end up killing Caesar. That was one of Rome’s bad ideas. 

Maybe Cleopatra as a Real Housewife? Or Helen of T roy? 

Oh my God, yes! Helen of Troy because she forced an entire 
army to stop-it was the first naval [bleepl-block in history. 

And Cleopatra— she already had a couple of kids when she was 
with Caesar, but then she got Mark Antony. He knew this was 
Caesar’s ex but that’s how she was-just bewitching. We all ad- 
mire somebody that can pull off that kind of a move. [Laughs.] 

May be because we want to steal their secrets? 

Exactly-this idea of how some girls like Cleopatra just know 
how to pick up guys-that’s a little question, but that’s a big 
question that most people— men and women, but especially 
women -want to know: Who are these girls that aren’t necessar- 
ily the best-looking but they just got game like that? And these 


little questions are part of a big thing to me— who are the people 
in general that have game in certain areas? 

Like, everybody goes, “Warren Buffett’s the genius investor/ 1 
Why? What the [bleep] does he do that makes him a [bleeping] 
genius investor? But he never talks about that. 

So l just look at things. 1 heard Donald Trump on TV talking 
about Russell Simmons. And he goes, “Yeah, Russell’s definitely 
rich. He knows the secret,” and he just kept talking. And I was 
like, “Wait a minute! What’s the secret that they all know-people 
that get rich?” It's a little clarity that we don’t have. And if you 
can try to go for clarity, it’s always going to be interesting to you, 

Do you have a favorite lime and place in history? 

I like Elizabethan England. Seems kind of cool in its own way- 
just the language and walking around with your sword and 
dressed up in the nice ruffled shirts, it’s poetic, you know?
